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‘Testament’ scores well in town premiere

Saturday was not like every other day in 
Sierra Madre. That was the day of the pre¬ 
miere for “Testament,” the film that was shot 
in Sierra Madre and featured Sierra Madreans 
as extras the beginning of 1983. 

On Saturday, townspeople went to see 
“Testament" out of curiosity to see familiar 
surroundings and to get a peek at their 
friends and relatives, the standins. They did 
not expect to see a film of such significance, 
of such strength and despair as “Testament.” 

As the last scene of “Testament” faded 
and the credits began to roll, the only sound 
in the theater at Sierra Madre School was a 
muted sniffling. Silence. Then tentative app¬ 
lause that built. 

As those Sierra Madreans filed out of the 
school auditorium, there were shining, tearful 
eyes in stunned faces. 

Reactions included the following, 
“Whew,” “The scariest movie I’ve ever seen,” 
“Everybody should see it,” “Well, I just hope 
it never occurs,” “It’s surely something to 
think about,” “I’m stunned,” “Every head of 
state with a nuclear bomb should be compel¬ 
led to see this,” “It was extremely well done,” 
“Most remarkable photography/ “Should be 
required viewing for everyone in the world,” 
“Pretty tough, isn’t it?”, “The thing that I 
can’t get over is you start thinking in terms 
of your whole family. It’s very moving,” 
“It brings to us the reality of what possibly 
can happen.” 


When the News asked Gary Franklin, en¬ 
tertainment critic at Channel 2, how he would 
rate the movie on his Franklin scale from 1 
to 10, he answered, “It’s off the scale. It’s 
almost too important (to rate).” 

He added, “It’s absolutely important for 
everyone to see — from the Kremlin to the 
White House. ‘Testament’ is not something you 
enjoy. People come away deep in thought. 
They walk out (of the theater) silently, get 
in their cars and drive away.” 

Franklin stayed for both premiere perfor¬ 
mances and had his film crew here to get 
reactions from the viewers. 

How does he decide which movies to pre¬ 
view? He previews about eight nights out of 
the week, he grinned, then added, “I choose 
the ones I don’t want to see, then attend the 
others.” 

He applauded Jane Alexander, the lead 
female in “Testament.” saving she gave one 
of the “finest performances I’ve seen in years.” 

He said, “I’m just an audience. I look 
(at a film) with the same attitude as every¬ 
one else. I’m a consumer reporter.” 

He critiques movies “from the heart,” 
he said. “Whether a film makes money is no 
criteria. People don’t know what’s available 
and what they should be seeing.” 

Ross Harris, the 14-year-old who played 
the male child lead, said this film was “a 
long, hard shoot and the material was dif- 
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Adams defends board, wins debate 


The most colorful verbal exchange was 
between PCC Social Science instructor Dutch 
Holland and Dr. Gary Adams, incumbent for Area 
Seat 2 for Board of Trustees, Pasadena City Col¬ 
lege, last week at the forum Thursday at Dick 
Salsburg’s home in Sierra Madre. 

Although challenger Dr. Jeanette Mann was 
also there, her charges against Adams were not 
as specific as Holland’s. There were other PCC 
faculty members and a handful of curious Sierra 
Madreans present at the hastily called forum. 

Holland charged the board, of which Adams 
has been president for two years, as follows: 
“Their only thought sems to be firing people and 
not saving (the college).” 

When Adams stated there had been a 32% 
reduction of administrators since 1978, Holland 
said, “That is false. We can prove by going down 
the list the number who have retired (instead of 
being laid off).” 

Mann charged that two-thirds of those PCC 
faculty members laid off were “Women and 
minorities.” She continued, “There is not strong 
leadership (of the Board of Trustees) . . . The 
minutes are somehow edited. Suddenly there 
was a shortfall (of funds) . . . I’ve talked to the 
faculty and staff. There is consternation rather 
than cooperation. Faculty is the heart and soul 
of a college and shouldn’t be cut unless every¬ 
thing else has been tried . . . The college is looking 
toward the back instead of the future.” 

As a method of cutting expenses, Mann sug¬ 
gested eliminating phones in teachers’ offices and 
stated that had been done at a college in the Mid¬ 
west to a saving of $48,000 or one-and-half 
teachers’ salaries. “We have four vice-presidents 


making $53,000 each . . . Administrators don’t 
make the ADA (average daily attendance by which 
schools are measured for aid).” 

Adams said he didn’t know if the school was 
top heavy with administrators. “It is impossible j 
to run an institution without administrators.” 

Adams lives in Sierra Madre and his chal¬ 
lenger Mann admitted at the forum in Sierra Madre 
that she has not campaigned in the city. Adams 
had answers on the tip of his tongue while the 
challenger seemed unprepared for a forum of 
any kind.

Community gains from affiliation 


“We have not given the hospital away. We 
will remain the Sierra Madre Community entity 
whether or not the name is changed,” Phyllis Chap¬ 
man told members of the Sierra Madre Hospital 
Auxiliary at their meeting at Louise Corp’s home 
last week. 

Chapman is a member of the local hospital 
board that negotiated with Methodist Hospital 
of Southern California, Arcadia, for the recent 
affiliation. 

This month (October) for the first time we’ve 
met our payroll without borrowing money,” Chap¬ 
man told the group. “Rick Hachten 11 (president 
and administrator of Methodist Hospital) keeps 
us informed every step of the way. We are a sepa¬ 
rate entity from Methodist with a separate board 
and a separate auxiliary. However, they are help¬ 
ing us to save money by shortcutting some of our 
traditional operations. We no longer have a switch¬ 


board, but now with the button phones we have 
24-hr. service and employ less personnel at the 
same time. By sharing laundries, we are saving 
$4300 a year. We’ve had to let some people 
go but Arcadia is trying to absorb some of 
those.” 

Methodist Hospital could not expand because 
they have used all the land on their site, 
she continued. The hospital had only seven beds 
for use by those people who were released 
from the hospital even though they needed the¬ 
rapy or had just left the hospital following 
surgery. “Our hospital will fill that need. And 
by filling that need, we are presenting our 
people with complete medical care,” Chapman 
explained.

Group W Cable 
TV, in my opinion, 
is taking advantage of 
the citizens of Sierra 
Madre. I list the 
following points in 
support of that opi¬ 
nion: 

1. Group W’s Sep¬ 
tember 16 letter re¬ 
garding a S3 .00 added 
monthly charge for 
remote control units 
was sent only to 
Sierra Madre subscri¬ 
bers. Arcadia subscri¬ 
bers, who pay the 
same basic rate, appa¬ 
rently will not be sub¬ 
jected to the added 
charge. 

John Merritt, Dist¬ 
rict Manager for 
Group W, stated that 
the losses necessita¬ 
ting the added charge 
are incurred in the 
cost of converters 
which can be activa¬ 
ted by the remote con¬ 
trol units. Surely, they 
knew this when they 
contracted with their 
manufacturer. 

Since Arcadians 
are furnished with the 
same equipment as 
Sierra Madreans, it 
would appear that we 
are being charged for 
the “losses” in both 
areas. 

Mr. Merritt main¬ 
tains that Arcadia’s 
contract specifically 
forbids such an added 
charge. Our City At¬ 
torney and the City 
maintain that our con¬ 
tract also precludes 
this charge. 

2. We did not re¬ 
quest a remote control 
unit. It was provided 
as “an integral part 
of the cable TV sys¬ 
tem.” Many subscri¬ 
bers already had fac¬ 
tory remote control 
units and were told 
they would not work 
with Group W’s con¬ 
verters. 

Despite this, Group 
W now states that the 
previously free provi¬ 
sion of this equipment 
was strictly a “gesture 
of good will.” This 
would indicate that they 
are no longer interes¬ 


ted in good will in 
Siena Madre. 

3. Homeowners with 
stereo equipment, with 
FM connections to the 
cable system, may be 
interested to know that 
they have been charged 
for a second outlet 
since May, 1982, for 
a service previously 
provided at no charge 
by Teleprompter. No 
notice of this addi¬ 
tional charge was ever 
sent by Group W to 
those with such connec¬ 
tions • an additional 
case, in my opinion, 
of “taking advantage.” 

4. Our franchise con¬ 
tract with Group W 
calls for submission 
annually, by April 13, 
of a complete, docu¬ 
mented log of service 
calls (complaints). 
Group W has never 
submitted this log, 
maintaining it had to be 
“requested” by the 
Gty. A contract re¬ 
quirement, to my 
knowledge, certainly 
constitutes a “re¬ 
quest.” 

From the number 
of comments I hear 
from friends and ac¬ 
quaintances, the num¬ 
ber of service calls 
(complaints) must be 
astronomical, since 
not a week goes by 
without numerous 
tales of scrambled re¬ 
ception, faulty remote 
control units and con¬ 
verters, and scheduled 
service calls that 
never materialize. 

5. We currently have 
a sixth replacement 
remote control unit 
and a third replace¬ 
ment converter, the 
previous seven pieces 
of equipment having 
proved defective. This 
indicates to us that the 
units Group W is sup¬ 
plying, and now in¬ 
tends to charge us for, 
arc not exactly “top 
drawer.” Our recep¬ 
tion includes superim¬ 
posed images from 
ON-TV, as well as 
scrambling. 

We are captive con¬ 
sumers and cannot 
turn elsewhere for 
clear reception and 
quality equipment. 

6. The Sept. 16 
letter from Group W 
gave only 10 days’ 
notice of the $3.00 
added monthly

$100,000 debt. This September when the af¬ 
filiation with Methodist Hospital was completed, 
$500,000 debt had been incurred and Ar¬ 
cadia took over that debt.” 

Chapman explained all other avenues that had 
been explored before the recent affiliation was 
effected: using the site for an alcohol rehabi¬ 
litation unit, or for psychiatric care facility. The 
board decided against all other possibilities and 
chose instead to join with our local neighbor 
where nearly all Sierra Madreans go for medical 
treatment. 

The local hospital board secretary told other 


auxiliary members that the extended care sec¬ 
tion of the Sierra Madre Community Hospital 
has been very successful although the acute por¬ 
tion has become almost extinct. 

The direction of the hospital seems to be 
heading toward a skilled nursing facility, shor¬ 
tened to the acronym SNF. “SNF now has the 
advantage of being connected to the medical 
facility, a distinct advantage.” 

Chapman concluded by verbalizing how ex¬ 
citing it has been to be a board member during 
this transition and complimented Sierra Madre 
Board President Roy Buchan on his ability to 
join the two hospitals.

As President of the Board of Trustees of PCC for the past two years, 

I now find It necessary to answer charges made by Faculty Union backed 
opposition in quest of my seat on the Board. These charges are vague 
and inflamatory. 

Pasadena City College, due to state funding cuts, has received 5 MILLION 
DOLLARS less in income over the past two years and the Board has taken 
appropriate action to live within its budget. 

The opposition charges: "The Board laid off dozens of faculty members 
this summer. Yet not a single administrative position was cut." 

FACTS: 19.75 faculty positions were affected. Of a total of 354, this 
amounts to a reduction of 5.58%. By department, from fall '82 to fall '83 
the reductions were as follows: Nursing, 30 to 27; Music, 16.75 to 12; 
Engineering S Technology, 35.75 to 32; Communications, 21 to 20; 

Physical Education, 26.25 to 26; Library, 6 to 5; Cosmetology, 4 to 3; 

Social Sciences, 41 to 39; Counseling, 16 to 13. NO ACADEMIC PROGRAMS 
WERE ELIMINATED AND NO ACADEMIC PROGRAMS WERE "DECIMATED." 

FACTS: Administrative and management positions have been reduced from 
42.18 to 29.13 since 1978. A reduction of 32%. Classified staff was cut 
by 50 positions last year. 

The opposition charges: "Every community college faces terrible financial 
pressures, but only PCC and a few others face backruptcy." 

FACTS: Chancellor Hayward, when asked what would happen to selected 
colleges if they were required to repay 10% of their current operating 
budget MID-YEAR, responded that some might face bankruptcy. This 
did not happen and PCC DOES NOT FACE BANKRUPTCY. 

The opposition charges: "Relationships between faculty, students and 
Board are at an all time low." 

FACTS: All employees, with the exception of hourly, have received an 
increase of over 15% In salaries and fringe benefits during the past two 
years. ALL employees were asked to absorb a decrease of 3.5% this year. 
ALL segments of the college community were willing to accept this reduc¬ 
tion WITH THE EXCEPTION OP FACULTY UNION LEADERSHIP. Their 
position is: no take-backs or give-backs.
